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BLOCKS, STICKS, 
AND PORTIONS 

Fi h ticks and pan ion pr ducer 
continue to face a eriou blo k hort-
age : even astronomica l pri es have 
not ucceeded In attracting greater 
imp rts ( abies 3 and 4) . Pr du ers 
appe<lr !L) be tr) ing to build in\en ­
tories of blo I-.. in the ab en c of 
additional import by cutting bac l-.. 
ever I, on ummer production of 
ticl-.. a nd portion (Table 5 and 6) . 
upplies of ra\\ material arc, ne er-
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although the contribution of imports 
to this increase fell off during July 
(Tables 7, 8, 9, and 10) . Cold storage 
holdings built up aga in in Jul y for 
the fourth consecuti ve month as con­
sumption seasonall y declined. Even 
th o ugh U .. catches are not far i ng too 
well this yea r wi th all majo r species 
below yea r ago harvest , total up­
plies a re still mo re th an adequ ate to 
support a hea lth y increase in fo urth 
quarter consumption over 1972 . Re­
tail prices for a ll species were at least 
a fourth higher than Jul y a yea r ago. 
Most ex-vessel and whole a le prices 
have exhibited similar increases; how­
ever, this price ituation doe not 
appear to have significa ntl y deterred 
consumption . A decline in consump­
tion from June to Jul y is normal for 
thi time of yea r. 

CANNED SALMON 

A laska packers turned out li ghtl y 
more than I million standard cases 
in 1973 ; poorest o n record . The small­
er can size were packed in greater 
quantities this yea r in tead of the 
o ne-pou nders as packers were appar­
entl y trying to spread their fixed co t 
over a greater number of units . Most 
suppli e available for con umption 
appear a lready committed so that 
many markets are nearly void of prod­
uct, even wit h prices held to cei lin g 
levels. The price regulations have en­
couraged some cu lti vation of export 
markets where prices are not con­
tro ll ed. There will be no re lief from 
the short su pply situation until next 
year's cannin g sea on, and even then, 
pros pects for a heavy pack are not 
good. 

SHRIMP 

The situ ati o n in the shrimp fis hery 
during Jul y was o ne of ti ghte ning 
suppli es, ri sing prices, and reduced 
consumption (Tables I I and 12). 
Supplies of shrimp tota led o nl y 93 
milli o n pounds during the mo nth ­
down a who pping 24 percent from 
the same month in 1972. With sup -

SCALLOPS plie becoming sho rt. prices h ave 
ri sen rapidly. Prices a t a ll leve ls were 
well above the previou year; as much 
as 67 percent higher for 5 1-65 cou nt 
shrimp at dockside . T he ri e in prices 
this year has apparent ly met ome 
resistance. Sales of shrimp were off 
10 percent during July and three 
percent for the January-July period . 

Based o n doubled beginning inven­
to ri es , uppli es of ea callop (Table 
13) in Jul y were 55 perce nt above 
the same mo nth in 1972 . La ndin gs 
were up somewha t during the month, 
but th a t gain was m re than nullified 
by a 11 percent drop in imports.

Thi may have 
been the re ult of the tart of the 
hedding ea on, a period In which 

the lob ter are relatively inactive. 
in June. Jul y import from 

anada were again below the pre"iou 
year . Total shipments received during 
the month were off a fourt h from 
1972. cau ing the quantity received 
during J anuary-Jul y to be down 12 
percent. The recent declines can par­
tially be a ttributed to the low whole-
a le price (Table 16) during the) ear 

- off 7 to 12 percent during the 
month. In li ght of a s li ght rise in 

anadian landings during th e fir t 
half of the year. ome upplie may 
have been withheld from th e .S.
